Bones Discovered Prove That in the 
Miocene Period They V/ere 3 ruly 
of Enormous Size. 


In so fur us birds are concerned, 
Home **f th** old* 
fossils, in the m a t ­ 
ter of ti HK- (Mile* ne), which have 
itill**n into the hands of K*'i**ii<*«*, are 
t hose representing tile great, tiight- 
les.H, fossil avian giants of Patagonia in 
Bou I Ii America. 
They belong to til** 
iriiororhaeJdae, It. W. Shufeldt writes 
in tin* Scientific American. 
Ju d ging from such part* of their fos­ 
sil hones as have been found, they 
were evidently great terrestrial birds 
of prey, 
Home of tIm* .-pedes were 
small, but this is mud** ut* for by tile 
oth e rs; and in th** case of one of them 
(hrontorui*) it bad a thigh bone con­ 
siderably larger and bulger than th a t 
of an ox. 
Of jill the remarkable flightless birds 
ot tiffs group, however, wits the giant 
phororhaco*. 
It must have been over 
eight feet in height, with a skull big­ 
ger titan t hillt of a full grown horse, 
Mild much deeper from above down­ 
ward.
